Population middle of July 1925. Birth and Death rates are calculated 
on the estimated population in the middle of July of the sane year, 
Registrar-General estimate for middle of July 1925 was 12470. 
Deaths and death-rate. There were 155 deaths registered of persons 
belonging to the District during the year, 71 males and 84 fenales, 
this being equal to a rate of AS al 10C0. 
fhe rate is lower than-that for the year 1924 which was 13°3 «and 
practically the same as that for England and Wales for 1925 which was 
12°2, 
Births and Birth-rate. there were 2C3 births registered in the 
District during the year, 95 males and 108 fenales, five of the births 
were iliegitimate (3 boys and 2 girls). Ihe rate for the year is Lt eh 
fcr Sngland and YJales for the same period 18°3 and for the District 
for the previous year thes rate was 19-2. 

fhe rate for England and Wales is a very low one and as will be 
seen the réte for this District is still lower. 
veaths of infants under one year of age. . There were 15 deaths of 
infants under one year of age registered in the District during the 
year, 7 boys and 8 girls this being equal to a rate of 75 per 1CC0 
births. #or England and Wales for the sare period it was 75 per 1000 
births and for the District for the previous year it was 1C5 per 1000 


births, 
fhe rate is therefore slightly lower than that for England 


and Wales for the same period and considerably lower than that for the 


District for the year 1924, 


In tid Report for 1924 the following appears f in spite of all 
that is being done the rate for the District is disappointing and 
unsatisfactory", but it must be admitted that the rate for 1925 
is comparatively satisfactory and it is to be hoped that the 
inproverent will be maintained and even improved. There 24 no 
question but that the Infant Glinios are responsible to a rreat 
extent for the lessened death-rate.

It is unfortunate that Diphtheria should occur every year in the 
District. 31 cases were notified, fortunately there has never been 
a widespread epidemic of this disease in the District. 1t is spread 
by the mild ambulatory cases which parents often mistake for runps 
and the children often attend school right through the course of 
the disease, 

host of the cases of Tubercular diseuse were seen by the 
Tuberculosis medical officer and were treated at the Special 
Hospitals and Sanatoria, 

fhe usual proceedures in dealing with cases notified have been 
carried out, premises visited and inspected ari any sanitary 
defects discovered are remedied. Inquiries are made as to sourse of 
infection, milk supply, schools and chapels attended, ard at the 
ternination of the cases the premises are disinfected. 
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It is satisfactory to find that some use has been made of the 
Druid Isolation Hospital as sone cases from the District have been 
admitted. Ihe Hospital was providéd by the Gounty douncil ani is 
situate about 12 miles from Holyhead; a Hospltal built within the 
Urban area would meet the needs of this District far better than the 
one distant 12 miles, 

Inspection of nouses in the diaisiots 
Swifts Square and Ohurch Lane which were tentioned in the report of 
1924 and which required to be put into a proper state of renuir are 
provided with W. 0's have been much inproved, a main drain hav ing 
been provided, 
Lianfain and Llaingoch some of these houses have been visited and 
inapected, but they can never be much improved until proper drainage 
is provided, 
Houses were also inspected in Hdmund gtrvet, Gollege Lane, Burp 


Street and Waterside, 


Porty-three new houses were completed mukxng during the year. They 
ecouid hardly be calied Working -liens houses as the cost ‘tas such that 
the rents above the means of any ordinary working rman, 

A number of old houses will have to be conderned but this 
cannot be done before at least a hundred working men's drellines are

As will be seen in the Report of the Inspector of Nuisances these 
places have been visited and inspected and 74 notices and letters 
sent also many personal interviews, The notices nostly concerned 
nuisances, provision of proper water supply,converting privies to 
W.0's and general repairs to premises, 

During, the year the L.uM.S-Rallway slaughterhouse was frequently 
visited and a number of carceses of beef and mutton condemned, the 
carcases were afterwards burnt at the Destructor, 

A Special complafnt was nade regarding a slaughterhouse in 
Cambria Street as to insufficient accomrodation for animals awaiting 
Slaughter, the place was visited by your Inspector and myself and 


other out-buildings were found suitable for the animals, 
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Provision of Public glaughterhouse ; In July a spedial heeting was 
held to consider a letter received fron Doctor Wade resarding the 
provision of a public slaughterhouse, after discuasion it was 
teoided not at present to prooeed with the ratter, 
Analysis of foodstuffs. As you will see an the inspectors report 
27 sanples of food stuffs were taken for analysés but in ne instance 
was anything found oalling for prosecution, 

the Water Supply. Somplaints were received fron residents of the 
Kingsland District regarding the dnadequate supply of water, With 
your Inspector the District was visited and it was found that the 
upply in most of the tups was unsatisfactory, It was sugeested ag 
a remedy that the Waterworks Oompany should Join the Kingsland rain 
to the Trearddur Bay main, this in the meantime Ll am informed has 
been done and no complaints have since been received. 

The question of the quality of the water was also considered 
and a copy Of a report of the analysis of a sample sent by the 
Waterworks Oompany was considered by your Gomnittee, 

hessrs J.G.Thresh and J.F.Benale very imminent Authorities on 
water and water=supplies in their report stuted as follows :- 

"This is a faintly peaty water of very good quality,pure and 
wholesome and well adapted Por all purposes of a public 
supply" 

the Gormittee accepted the report as Satisfactory and no 
recommendation was made to send any further sumples for analyses,

to consider the appointment of Assistant Inspector as recommended 
in a letter from Doctor Wade. Lhis arose Out of the question of the 
desirability of regular inspection of peat and foodstuffs which 
landed from Ireland in transit. The present Inspector with his 
duties as Surveyor expressed his inability to carry out these 
duties as the Steamers arrive both by day and night. 


After discussion it was decided not to make the appointment. 
i. 
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port Sanitary Work. There is no regular inspestion of ships 
darried out. The only ships that come aiongside a quay are the 
L.M.& S-Railway Steamers and for a few weeks in May and June some 
stearers which land Hersey potatoes. For vour personal observations 
the sanitation of these vessels is attended to as they are kept 
clean and sanitary. The otter steamers and salling ships come to 
the Harbour for shelter ln stresa of weather and to have then 
regularly inspected it will be necessary to have a special officer 
to do so. |
